The speaker arrived after the 
governor had been conversing with 
two other guests, Charles R. Crane, 
of Chicago, and President Van llise, 
of the Wisconsin 
university, 
l*oth 
prominent supporters of La Follette. 
Crane said he was going to work for 
Wilson and would be glad to contrib­ 
ute to the democratic nominee’s cam­ 
paign fund. 
Tonight Governor Wilson said the 
subject of contributions had not been 
touched upon in the conversation with 
Mr. Crane and that there had been no 
pledges of support on Crane’s part. 
Speaker Clark came half an hour 
before he was expected and in con­ 
sequence was not met at the station, 
but rode in a hack to the governor s 
home and was almost on the i>orch 
before it was thought he was w ithin 
a dozen miles of Sea Girt. 
The gov­ 
ernor shook hands with him warmly 
and escorted him, with a smiling lace, 
to the parlor. 
“The speaker was very fine,” Mr. 
Wilson said tonight. 
“ His position 
was admirable and generous in every 
respect. 
What did we discuss? 
He 
introduced the subject, and it was 
chiefly the business pending in the 
house. 
He told in some detail what 
the state of business was and what 
the prospects of a ljournment were. 
The rest was chiefly in explaining 
the very generous position he takes 
in regard to the campaign. 
He will 
do everything in his power to help.” 
When Speaker Clark left the gover­ 
nor he came out on the porch, sat 
down in a rocker and told the report­ 
ers he was willing to talk on any one 
of eight subjects, including the Co- 
pernician Theory, Astronomy. Art, 
Music, the Ninth congressional dis­ 
trict of Missouri and books, but would 
not talk on politics.

Washington, July 13.—By a vote of 
55 to 28, the United States senate to­ 
day unseated Senator Lorimer, of Illi­ 
nois, and held his election invalid. 
The end of the long fight came aft­ 
er six days of protracted deoate, in 
which the senator himself occupied 
the floor for three sessions. 
He finished an impassioned appeal 
at 1:30 this afternoon. 
At one point 
he declared the proceedings against 
him were conducted by “conspira­ 
tors.” 
“If all the people 
knew 
the 
full 
story they’d drive that band of hypo­ 
crites out of 
he country,” he shout­ 
ed, “and the/ will knowr it, if God 
spares me, they’ll know it from one 
ocean to the other.” 
The final vote was on a resolution 
offered by Senator Lea, carrying the 
senate’s verdict that corrupt methods 
were employed in the 
election 
of 
Lorimer by the Illinois legislature 
in 1902. 
When the vote was announced to 
Lorimer he walked slowly toward the 
cloak room.

near as they dared to and scanned 
the ships through powerful glasses,

signs of life aboard them —nothing but 
fhe motionless masses under 
their 
white coverings. 
They were believed 
to be part of Sir Jobn Franklin’s ex­ 
pedition, and were seen at the mouth 
of the harbor almost stationary tor 
several days.

interesting and timely article on the 
| convict labor question in Missouri is 
found in the 1911 “Ked Book,” issued 
by Commissioner Austin 
W. Biggs, 
ot the state bureau of labor statistics. 
An entire chapter is devoted to this 
impon ant subject, which covers the 
year 1910, ar* i from which the fol­ 
lowing extracts have been taken: 
I he Jefferson City prison shops in 
1910 m anufactured $5,818,408 
worth 
of goods, consisting 
of 
boots

shoes, brooms, m en’s work c ’othes, 
harness, leather goods and s-addle 
trees. 
There were 1,655 male and 11 
female convi» is employed, the state 
receiving $574,503 for their services

November 11, 1911, Governor Hadley 
in discussing the convict labor ques­ 
tion, said ia part: 
“ ‘I am convinced that the proper 
solution of the convict lal>or question, 
as well as a proper solution of anoth­ 
er im portant public question, is to 
use the convicts in the building of 
public roads. 
This plan has been put 
into successful operation in a number 
of the states. 
Colorado, New* Mexico, 
JYxas, North Carolina, Georgia and 
\ irginia are using effectively upon 
lheir public roads convict labor. 
“ The results secured in Colorado, 
w’here 
there 
exist 
conditions not 
markedly different from those that 
exist 
here, constitute a rem arkably 
strong argum ent in behalf of this 
policy. 
Those working 
upon 
the 
roads are given a one-third reduction 
in the period ot their sentences for

“The total expenses of op-iiating 
these eight factories, including value 
of raw material, amount paid lo state 
tor convict labor, rent, taxes, insur­ 
ance and miscellaneous expenses, was 


$5,083,991, which being deducted from 
the total output of $3,818,417, leaves 
a profit to the operators of $751,417. 
The output of these prison fac­ 
tories has grown from $ 2,817.432 in 
1907 to the present, figures, although 
Hie jo u r 1909 exceeded 1910 bv a few* 
thousand dollars, and it is expected 
that from now on each year will see 
decrease in the am ount of goods 
manufactured in the prison shops. 
“In addition to the eight factories 
mentioned above there are three oth 
er plants in the penitentiary owned 
and operated by the state. 
Each oi 
these plants has an ‘outside m an’ as 
uperintenden 
while the manual la­ 
in r is done by convicts. 
“The twine plant employed 14 con­ 
victs in 1910 and produced $22,073 
worth of twine; the ice plant em­ 
ployed five convicts, who produced 
1,806 tons of ,r*e. which took only one 
third of the capacity of the plant, the 
balance being devoted to refrigera 
tion purposes. 
Eleven convicts work 
od in the electric light plant, which 
furnishes light to all the state de­ 
partments, the value of the electricity 
produced being estim ated at $75,000. 
“The year 1911 saw a partial solu­ 
tion of the troublesome convict labor 
problem, when the legislature enact­ 
ed a law which is to eventually abol­ 
ish the ‘letting, farming out or selling 
in any m anner by contract the con 
vict labor in the penitentiary in the 
state of Missouri, or in any other 
penal or reform institution 
in 
the 
state of Missouri.* 
“ While this bill 
in 
a 
measure 
solves the convict labor problem and 
will have a tendency to prevent the 
convict-made goods from coming in 
competition 
with 
commodities pro­ 
duced by free, honest, higher paid and 
more skilled workers, wrhich is a con­ 
dition greatly to be desired, yet there 
still rem ains unsolved grave 
q u e s ­ 
tions which m ust be met and which 
are now being given deep s t u d v and 
close attention by the leading men 
and women of the state. 
“The most im portant question yet 
to be solved »s that of the disposition 
to be made of the convicts aft'*»* they 
shall have ceased to lie employed by 
the various contractors, as is done 
now. 
True, -be law provide* that 
the warden shall employ convicts in 
m anufacturing articles for use of state 
institutions. 
“This system is now in use in New 
York and one or more other states 
with seeming success. 
In New York 
thousands of articles are manufac­ 
tured in the two penitentiaries. 
“The New Missouri law also pro- 
\ ides that ‘the warden and inspectors 
of the penitentiary may in their dis­ 
cretion enter into contracts for the 
employment of not to exceed 360 con 
victs in the state penitentiary upon 
public m ads and highways of this 
state at such tim es and places and 
«pon such term s as said warden and 
let Is j inspectors may deem proper.’

Cox stated th at the gravest exam ­ 
ples of the injury done in this coun­ 
try by extensively advertised medi­ 
cines 
and 
appliances 
were 
found 
among people suffering 
from 
con 
sumption, cancer and rupture. 
He 
testified th a t in num erous c ire s of 
these maladies 
worthless 
remedies 
w ere tried in the early stages of the 
disease, and when eventually a medi­ 
cal man or surgeon was called in he 
was too late to be of any service. 
Frauds on the public, the witness tes­ 
tified, were perpetrated in connection 
with proprietary medicines and appli­ 
ances by the use of grossly exagger­ 
ated statem ents concerning their al 
leged curative properties and false 
statem ents as to 
the 
drugs 
used 
Some of the apparatus and articles 
advertised were frauds pure and sim 
pie. 
It was estim ated that 
the 
year 1908 no less than $12,500,000, a 
sum sufficient to m aintain forty thous­ 
and hospital beds, was spent In Great 
Britain on patent medicines. 
Among the suggestions made by the 
association 
f<r the control of the 
evil was one based on the American 
pure food and drugs act, which pro­ 
vides that the am ount and kind of 
drugs used in a patent preparation 
m ust he specified on the label.

The farm so fatal to all the ten 
ants who have lived on it contains 
forty acres, and is

stream called 
Lost 
creek, 
twelve 
miles north of Centralia. 
It is now

w ater and the milk. The little boy, 
however, refused 
to 
drink either. 
On the 22d day of 
Noveml>er, 1906, 
the death of Palm occurred, and his 
wife died eight days 
later. 
Their 
daughter followed them to the grave 
♦he May following. The boy and an­ 
other daughter, who was not at home 
•luring their sickness, are living 
The first ten an t after the deatn o f 
the Palms was John Ackerman. Mr. 
Ackerman went on the farm with a 
firm determination

drinking the water. 
Until

months ago he depended upon a cis­ 
tern for his drinking water entirely, 
but milk from cows th at grazed in 
a pasture surrounding the well 
he 
used without apparent fear. He be­ 
gun to get w eaker several months 
ago and had at the time of his death 
all the symptoms of the disease that 
killed the Palms. 
Physicians in this section are vi­ 
tally interested in the case and de­ 
clare that w ater in the well is with­ 
out a doubt poisoned. They are now- 
taking steps to m ake a thorough ex­ 
amination of the liquid. The supposi­ 
tion in regard to the milk poisonng 
Is that the disease germs are in cer­ 
tain w-eeds eaten by the cows, 
yet, 
strange to say, persona using milk 
fiom 
cows 
in 
adjoining 
pastures 
have not suffered from the ailment.

encouragement, many fine specimens, 
of grains, fruits and grasses could be ( 
secured for exhibition; and the coun-| 
ty herds and flocks of fine live stock , 
could yield a sufficient number of j 
exceptional entries, which, if gathered 
together, would make a very credit­ 
able display en behalf of the county, 
and modest prizes offered by our own 
people for these exhibits would not 
only be awarded in the competition, 
but also such exhibtors would have 
the additional chances in the open 
competitions against products from 
elsewhere. 
Because of our having the great 
state fair here in this grand old coun­ 
ty, there is no probability that we 
will ever ha*'e a distinctive county 
fair organization to be operated in­ 
dependently of and separate from the 
state fair, but we can arouse a great 
deal more home interest and pride in 
our own competitions with a plan of 
this kind, and at the same time con­ 
tribute more substantially toward the 
support of the state fair. 
The advantage of operating in this 
way would be that the people of Pet­ 
tis county would be entirely relieved 
of the expense of 
equipment 
and 
management, hence all of the means 
gotten together to promote the un­ 
dertaking could he utilized entirely 
for prizes, which might be either cash 
or special merchandise, or both. 
The readers of this, both farmers 
and city dwellers, are urged to give 
this consideration. 
In this city, next 
Saturday, July 20, a meeting of tho 
d elegates called to perfect the organi­ 
zation of the Pettis county bureau of 
agriculture will be held, when It is 
expected representation from practi­ 
cally every township in the county 
vffl be here, and if time permits this 
proposition will doubtless be present­ 
ed for consideration, and it is possi­ 
ble that something feasible can be 
evolved and that a Pettis county fair, 
under the auspices of the Missouri 
state fair, can be held during the first 
w eek in next October. 
The success of our recent Fourth of 
July celebration was such as to please 
every progressive citizen acquainted 
with it. and Pettis has assumed so 
prominent a position in the public eye 
that we can’t afford to sit down con­ 
tent with our achievements, but must 
persevere in our habit of keeping in 
the lead, and this is one wav to ac­ 
complish those results.
